gains Wilmington Permit 


Colonial Television, Inc of Woburn has been granted a permit 
to run a cable into Wilmington The Board of Selectmen, Tues- 
day night, by a split vote after an hours discussion, granted the 
permit 

Colonial Television has a tower on Zion Hill, southwesterly 
from Four Corners, and has been servicing Woburn for several 
years It was also granted a permit in Burlington, Monday 
night, and is negotiating with several other communities 

_The action by the Board of Selectmen was just before the March 

first deadline for granting such permits Several CATV firms 
have been interviewed by the Selectmen during the past few 
months, with Colonial Television being the last, a couple of 
weeks ago At that time the Selectmen committed themselves 
to deciding before March 1 

The Federal Communications Commission requirements stip- 
ulate that CATV firms not having a month old license at the end 
of March will be regulated by new laws, which will cut down the 
number of channels which can be offered to subscribers 

Colonial Television told the Selectmen several weeks ago that 
it has plans for moving into Wilmington rapidly, once they have
